TERRIBLE 
EXPLOSION 


Gasoline Tank Car 


Blows Up. 


THIRTY-FIVE URE DEAD 


Im Hundred Persons Injured 


at Ardmore. Okla. 


Ardmore, Okie , Sept. 28.— At least 
thirty-five persons were killed and it 
is estimated 200 others were injured 
here when a 250-barrel tank car of 
gasoline standing near the Santa Fe 
freight office in the business district 
exploded. 
The terrific force of the explosion 
razed many buildings and threw burn­ 
ing gasoline in every direction. 
A 
few minutes later Ardmore was at the 
mercy of scores of fires. 
The fires 
are under control. 
The city is under 
martial law. 
Private 
homes 
were 
Immediately 
thrown open to the injured and scores 
of men are working in the smoldering 
ruins along Main street in search for 
additional victims. 
Among 
the 
buildings 
destroyed 
were: 
Tile Ardmore railroad station, 
Swift & 
Co., Pennington 
Wholesale 
Grocery company. Whittington hotel, 
Maddin & Co., dry goods, aud the De 
W itt Cigar company. 
Not a building 
on Main street escaped damage, either 
as a r* suit of the force of the ex­ 
plosion or of the resultant fires. 
The 
publishing plants of the Daily Ard­ 
u in it e and the Statesman were dam­ 
aged extensively. 


Few Windows Left in Town. 


All 
school 
buildings, 
business 
houses aud residences within twelve 
Mocks of the business district bear 
evidence of the explosion. 
Practically 
every window in the city was shatter­ 
ed by its force. 
Two workmen were repairing the 
tank. 
One of them struck the tank 
with a hammer and it is believed a 
spark from the blow ignited fumes 
escaping through a small leak. 
There 
was a terrific explosion, followed by 
many smaller ones. 
The workmen were blown to pieces. 
The shock shattered the Ardmore rail* 
road station, used by the Santa Ko, 
Frisco and Rock Island railroads, and 
the Rock Island freight station aud 
scores of other buildings quickly took 
fire from the flying liquid. 
The flames spread rapidly until all 
of Main street was a roaring furnace, 
Thirty freight cars in the Santa Fe 
railroad yards were destroyed.

hotel 
was 
blown off by the force of the first ex­ 
plosion, but all guests were believed 
to have est aped. 
The entire block 
In which the Pennington wholesale 
grocery 
was located 
was 
razed 
by 
fire 


Girls May Have Perished. 


At the store of Maddin Ar Co. scores 
of girls were working and it was fear­ 
ed some of them tost their lives. 
The pall of smoke which hangs over 
the whole city seriously has ham jeer­ 
ed the work of rescue, but deeds of 
heroism were many. 
A woman wait­ 
ing at the 
railroad station 
with a 
baby in her arms and a four-year-old 
child at her side, dashed three blocks 
with 
her double 
burden, 
ber own 
clothes blazing as she ran. 
Passers­ 
by smothered tto* flames with their 
bare hands. 
The mother was taken 
to the hospital dangerously burned. 
The children were not seriously in­ 
jured. 
For five hours after tile explosion 
Ardmore was cut off completely from 
the 
outside world. 
Telephone 
and 
telegraph communication was severed 
by the wrecking of poles in the down­ 
town district. 
Thirty-one bodies have been recov­ 
ered. 
Of these twelve were negroes 
The property loss was estimated at 
1500,HOO. 
Many of those who lost their lives 
were burled under debris when the 
force of the explosion shattered build 
Ings and threw down outside walls.

The attacks arc more furious than the first alin'd 
onslaught. 
After staggering the Germans with one mighty blow the al­ 
lies drew back and reformed for another blow, which explained yester­ 
day’s apparent slackening, 
In Champagne the Germans 
are 
yielding 
yard by yard. 
The Germans loosened their asphyxiating gases, but the 
high winds took it up and away. 
The chalky hills of the 
Champagne 
region are being powdered by constant artillery fire, and the dead and 
wounded are mantled by snowlike powder, splotched with crimson.

The War Brides 
and War Babies

London. Sept. 12 (By M ail)—*-1 he 
“ war brides” question Is loaded with 
human interest. 


Two weeks ago, 
in

States, I heard American girls giving 
their opinion of the "war brides 
system. 
Since then I’ve talked to 
English girls about it. 


“ I f s simply terrible.” said one Am­ 
erican girl, "if I understand it right. 
Is it true that young English officers 
come home from the front, get mar­ 
ried. stay home only six or seven days 
and then go back to the front?" 


"Yes, that's the ‘war brides’ sys­ 


tem.” 


"It’s awful," repeated 
the 
New 
York girl. 
"I don’t see how the E n g­ 
lish girls stand it." 


"What makes it seem awful to an 
American girl?” 


“Well, in the first place. here’B a 
girl, unmarried and perhaps unen­ 
gaged. 
Her life is going smoothly. 
Maybe she becomes engaged to the 
soldier while he’s at the front, 
He 
comes 
home. 
T hey’re 
married. 
Then he goes back to the front again. 
Her husband lias become her whole 
life. 
And there he is. under fire 
It 
must he terrible. 
"In the seeond place, suppose there 
is a baby. 
What kind of a baby can 
be born of a mother who is worry!n ■ 
during ail the months that she ought 
to have peace of mind? 
It isn’t fair 
to the- baby who 
Is 
coming. 
The 
motlier has two terrible things to 
worry about, It seems to me. 
One is 
w hether her husband will live. 
Tile 
other Is vc hethei 
the baby will be 
weakened and made Inferior because 
of the fact that she Is worrying. And, 
between tiles* two worries, It seems 
to me that an English ‘war bride’ 
would go insane. 
All tin 
girls I know think the 
war bride’ system is full of horrors " 
Pilafs th* American girl’s side of 
It. 
Last night an English girl, who 
has two brothers at the front, list­ 
ened to what the American girl has 
told me. 
There was a queer little smile on 
her fac e, as she began to grasp her 
American slater’s viewpoint 
Then 
ah* said 
"They 
don’t 
understand 
They 
never would unless they rome to E ng­ 
land or unless their own country was 
In war. 
"In the first place an English girl 
Is proud to do som ething for England, 
no matter how small, lf lier man is 
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to die. she s proud of having given 
him. 
"But shed 
rather give England 
her husband than 
her sweetheart. 
And the baby is part of him; if he 
Must go. there’s the baby. 
England 
has lost one man but she has put an ­ 
other man or woman in his place; 
she has filled the gap In the fighting 
line. 
You know. English girls find 
something aw fully thrilling In that 
Idea. 
"I lov* 
what the Scotch new spa­ 
pers are doing. 
Over their birth col­ 
umns they put the headline. ‘More 
soldiers for E ngland.’ 
You see an 
American girl can’t understand how 
we feel because she doesn’t under­ 
stand what change war can make In 
a woman. 
You walt and see. you’ll 
find that these babies of the ’war 
brides1 will be the finest babies E n g ­ 
land ever had.” 
“ Did you try to tell your Ameri­ 
cans girl friends how English girls 
feel about It? she asked. 
” ! did. and they said that a man 
would always take the wrong side of 
the question.” 
"Of course they said that. 
They 
couldn't understand. 
But 
English 
women think Just as English men do 
about it, now. 
The war has changed 
the women.

would feel Just exactly as we do lf 
they knew as much about war, as we 
do.

Home to Vote 


THE MOST IMPORTANT VICTORY FOR ALLIES 


By J. W. T. Mason, for United Press 


The most important victory the Allies have won along the west­ 
ern front since the battle of the Marne is still in process of de­ 
velopment. 
Until the result of the fighting of the next few days 
becomes know n, it cannot be said, however, whether the sin cess­ 
es are only sporadic or whether tin allies are seriously develop­ 
ing a major offensive. 
The allies cannot know as yet themselves how far they may he 
able to push back the Germans. 
The determining factor will he 
the casualties and neither the British nor the French have a n ­ 
nounced their losses in the present engagements. 
But, whether 
or not the Teutons prevent the allies from further advancing, the 
victories already gained must b a n a legitimately encouraging ef­ 
fect in Great Britain and France. 
The German line has been prov­ 
en not to he impregnable, and although it doesn’t follow the Ger­ 
mans can be forced hack into their own country, it ought to p r e ­ 
vent the Teutons from wandering far afield in 
other 
hostile 
directions. 
This. In all probability, will he the most important effect of 
the British and French victories. 
It is now unquestionable that 
the Germans have overestimated their power of resistance in the 
west. 
They have bien compelled to give ground because of tin- 
large withdrawals of rn In from France and Belgium for the Rus­ 
sian campaign. 
The capture of Warsaw- and other eastern suc­ 
cesses have been worth the German losses of this week-end in the 
west; hut a few more such losses will cut the German western 
lines of communications and no victories In 
Russia would 
pay 
for such an outcome as that. 
It is probable, therefore, that the Teutons will he compelled to 
send back to the west many of the regiments now 
in Russia. 
Petrograd. In fact. may have been saved by the sudden military 
activity In France and Belgium. 
Furthermore, the Anglo-French 
victories must have a cautionary effect on 
Bulgaria. 
Indeed, 3t. 
is possible Bulgaria will now wholly reconsider her attitude. 
If 
the allies break through the German lines in the w»8t, Bulgaria 
would find she must shift for herself In the Balkans, and should 
that happen Bulgaria's entrance Into the war with the Teutons 
would prove to have been lu r death w a r r a n t

From the chicken hunters In the 
stubble plaints are coming that their 
favorite game is scarcer than ever. 
Many regions where 
the 
pinnated 
grouse were once plentiful are now’ 
almost 
without 
them. 
Observant 
hunters note with alarm that moat 
of the birds they shoot are old ones, 
and th at there Is a greater scarcity 
of young prairie chickens. 
This 1b. Indeed, a significant sym­ 
ptom, for it means th at the species 
is not reproducing itself, and that u n ­ 
less something drastic is done it will 
in many localities become extinct, 
as it has already become extinct in 
other localities that were once fav­ 
orite chicken hunting grounds. 
Much 
as 
the 
chicken 
hunters 
would regret the shutting off of their 
favorite sport Iii the fall, it is more 
and more plain that a close season 
on pinnated grouse to run for a term 
of years must he declared immediate­ 
ly. 
This was Dr. William T. Horn- 
aday's earnest advice, when he was 
here recently, and though there were 
murmurs of dissent from some of the 
sportsmen, this year’s 
shooting 
is 
making many converts. 
The serious aspect of the situation 
is that, once the pinnated grouse is 
gone, it is gone for good. 
No way 
has yet been discovered to breed the 
bird in captivity in sufficient num ­ 
bers to restock a depleted country. 
And once the numbers of the species 
diminish to a certain 
point, 
their 
natural enemies are likely to be equal 
to the job of wiping them out com­ 
pletely. even lf the man with the gun 
is debarred by law. 
In these circumstances, no time is 
to be 
lust. 
The 
next 
legislature 
ought to declare a close season of at 
least five years, and preferably of 
ten. 
The prairie chicken is too val­ 
uable a feature of Minnesota wild 


life to he abandoned to the fate which

time to live,” said Dr. Huffman. “ I 
concluded th at since I had to die an y ­ 
way I’d do it in the woods I loved.” 
The doctor s camping place is on 
the Grand river banks near here. 
“Once out here.” he continued. “ I 
decided to take the long chance— to 
quit eating. 
I won the bet. 
It was 
not so to fast as one 
might 
sup­ 
pose. 
After the first five 
days 
I 
wasn't hungry in the ordinary sense 
of hunger. 
When I felt my kind of 
‘hunger’ I d walk to the spring and 
make a square meal of a few cups of 
water. 
One gradually becomes weak 
and faint, but not a sickly or dizzy 
faintness. 
One doesn’t think of food 
—very much. 
While fasting I ani 
unable to sleep more than four hours 
per day. 
Normally, I sleep eight. 
After ten days of fasting my ribs 
could be counted at IOO yards.
